CHARLES  COLLINGWOOD 


Will  Discuss  U.  S. 
Foreign  Relations 

The  accent  will  be  on  youth — 
but  also  on  experience  and 
achievement  —  when  brilliant 
young  Charles  Collingwood,  26- 
year-old  foreign  correspondent 
or  CBS,  appears  in  Russell  Au¬ 
ditorium  on  December  7,  1945, 
to  offer  some  new  and  pertinent 
observations  on  America’s  post¬ 
war  relations  with  the  nations 
of  Europe. 

Born  in  Three  Rivers,  Mich., 
in  1917,  Collingwood  studied  at 
Cornell  in  preparation  for  a  ca¬ 
reer  at  the  bar,  but  found  the 
calling  of  a  newspaperman  in 
time  of  national  strife  ipuch 
more  exciting.  He  was  awarded 
a  Rhodes  Scholarship  to  Oxford 
and  a  fellowship  with  the  Stu¬ 
dents  of  the  International  Union 
in  Switzerland..  He  represented 
the  United  Press  while  a  top- 
ranking  student  at  Oxford  in 
1940.  He  was  sojourning  in  Am¬ 
sterdam  just  before  the  “fighting 
war”  burst  out  of  the  spams  of 
the  “phony  war”  and  he  return¬ 
ed  to-  England  in  time  to  report 
the  Nazi  invasion  of  Holland. 

When  Edward  R.  Murrow  en¬ 
gaged  him  to  cover  the  war  for 
Columbia  Broadcasting  System, 
Collingwood  significantly  wrote 
home — “This  is  the  kind  of  job 
I  like,  and  I  think  I  can  do  it. 

I  will  be  entirely  on  my  own  and 
can  do  a  job  of  straightforward 
reporting,  giving  facts  as  they
